Letter from the Rev. J. Paterson, Fetersburg, June 16, (O. S.) 1816. 


Yesterday the Russian Bible Soviety held its Vhird Anniversary in the 
Taurian Palace. At the appointed bonr the Hall was nearly full; many 
strangers were present; and, ainong others, the eminently worthy represen- 
tative of the British nation, and of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
the Earl of Catheart. Whea his Lor ‘ship Came into the roo.n, he pres- 
sedmy hand, and, booking roid on the company, observed, Here we 
behold men of all nations assenib!ed.” Yes, * T added, “ and forthe most 
giorions purpose of sending the Bible to al! nations.” QOrur robie Presi- 
dent, Priace Galitzin, took his seat at the head ef the table, supported on 
toe cight by that distinguished Prelate, the Archbishop Micha+!,aadoa 
the leit hy the Roman Catholic Metropolitan. The Presidest opened the 
hieeting with a short bat peculiarly excellent speech, The Secretary, 
dir. Papofti, then read the Report—a most interesting document,in whic 
to show the progress made by the Society in its means, and in its work, a 
comparison was stated between the two first years of its existence, and the 
fast year. One hundred and fifty-seven thorsand ove hundred copies of 
the Scriptures have been prirted, are in hand, or about to be printed, ia 
thirty editions, and sixteen different languages. Besides which, translations 
a:e preparing in the modern Russian, and Matthew and John finished 5 
and intue Pursish with Armenian characters, of which Matthew is: eariy 
finished: these will make the number of the languages eighteen. Facts 
were mentioned, and extracts of correspondence Tead, which proved that 
the divine blessing had rested in an eminent degree ont!e Society’s en- 
deavors to distribute the Holy Scriptures. The poor have thereby been en-~ 
riched, the bands of the prisoners loosened, the sick andthe dying coia- 
forted, the prodigal reclainied, and the heavenly pilgrim strengthened for 
his journey, avd enabled to proceed on his way rejoicing. Nominal Chris- 
tiens, who, in consequence of their being deprived of the Lght of divine 
revelation fer centuries past, either worshipped they knew not what, or 
were beginni:ig to adore the works of their own hands, or to pay their de- 
votious at the shrine of the false prophet, have seen a light shine in a dark 
piace, until the day dawn, and the day star arise i theic hearts. Heathens 
anid Mahomedans have seen the star in the east, which in due time will lead 
them, through the tender mercies of our God, to the Child born, and te 
Sou given, Such are the facts, my dear friend, contained in this R-port, 
i wish you could with me have taken your seat be‘iin{ our nobie President, 
wiiere you would have had the whele of this august assembly in view, and, 
a'tnough you would have heard those facts detailed in a foreign language, 
you would yet have read, in the countenances of all present, nen of all na 
tions and contessions, i: a langaage you perfectly understand, the full ime 
port of what was detailed, in the expressive logis of astoniliyeit aud 1°, 
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of gratitude, praise, and supplication. A tribute of just commendation 
was paid to our great and good Patron, his Imperial Majesty. What the 
British and Foreign Bible Society had done for Rassia, was delineated in 
a manner which showed, that, in this god-like cause there was a blessing in 
receivirg,as wellas in giving. ‘Lhe gratitude of the Cowmittee, and of 
the whole assembly, was expressed towards the noble representative of your 
Society, and his Lordship evidently felt the honor done to him and his coun- 
try. All was profound silence till the Report was finished, wLeu expres= 
sions of congratulation xan threugh the whole assembly.

Prom the Rev. R. Pinkerton, Bfoscow, Apri] 6, (0. S.) 1818. 


Through the kiad hand of our Lord upon me, IT again find myself inthe 
midst of Moscow, and reioice exceedingly to belold this ancient city so 
rapidly rising out of her rufisin new splender. ‘There is an astonishing 
change in the-appearance of Moscow, since | was here last year. Most of 
the brick buildings which were burnt down, are now re-built; many with 
great elegance; and though the vacancies between these buildings, for- 
merly covered with wooden houses, be still numerous, and some extensive, 

et these are daily becoming fewer, by the erection of new brick and wood 
ren Shere is no part of the city now where the marks of devastation 
remain so appearent as on the walls and towers encompassirg the Kreme 
lin. ‘The number of inhabitants is at present about 250,000. ‘The affairs 
of the Bible Society here; are in a most prosperous state. 


From tke same. Moscow, May 8, (N.S.) i8i6. 


I hiave this day had the very great pleasure of attending the Third An- 
niversary of the Moscow Bible Society. The Meeting was held in a large 
hall of the-newly re-built palace of the late Metropolitan Péaton, and note 
withstanding the very unfavorable state of the weather, was numerously 
attended, and graced by the presence of the first men in this city, beth eler- 
gy and laity. Fhe Arehbishop: Augustin pronounced a most animating 
and appropriate Speech, in which he dwelt, with much eloquence and feel- 
ing, on the desolated state of this metropolis, when the Society was first 
founded, and on the great efforts which,. by the blessing of Giod, it had been 
enabled to make, te compensate, with the treasures of revelation,the losses 
which so many then. sustained—to feed the fatherless and widows ; bind u 
the broken hearted ; and administer comfort to the afflicted, by the distri- 
bution of that spiritual food, balm, and consolation, with which the Holy 
Scriptures abound. He displayed, in striking solors, the wonderful loves 
af God to our generation, who, when infidelity, with all its train of iniqui- 
ties, and wars, and confusion, and desolations, had deluged the land of 
Christendom with the blood of its inhabitants, was pleased, amidst this 
awtul scene of human wo, to raise up shining witnesses to the truth, by the 
establishment of Bible Societies in so many diffevent nations, and to crown 
their exertions with such distinguished success, in disseminating the glo- 
rious ospel of mercy and peace. ‘Fhe Speech of the Archbishop made, 
visibly, a deep impression on the numerous audience, and prepared their 
minds to listen with attention to the detailed Report of the Committee ;. 
from which the following is an extract: 

“¢ Numbers of our countrymen flock daily to the Depository, to purchase 
or gratuitously to obtain, the Holy Scriptures, in the Slavonic language- 
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Before the edition was published, certain persons are known to have sent 
expressly te Moscow, from a distance, to get information when it would be 
possible for them to obtain a Bible: others, with not less importunity, have 
repeated!y sent letteis, with money inclosed in them, begging for one Bible 
at least, for the use of several families! Such is the spiritual hunger of 
our fellow-countryinen for the word of God, which makes known to us 
salvation through Jesus Christ! It is only necessary to behold with what 
anxiety the poor, yea, the meanest of the people, endeavor to obtain the 
divine Book, containing the testimony of the love and mercy of the Most 
High tothe children of men, in order te be convinced of the salutary effecta 
of Bible Societies, and the necessity that existed for their establishment. 
Parentsearnestly beg fortiie seriptures to instruct their-children: the aged, 
to receive comfort and support in their declining years; the rich, to cogter 
them upon erphans and widows; andthe benevolent, to bestow them on 
euch as are sick, and unable to pay. Allthese persons seem _-to ascribe to 
the Bible such a divine power, te consider it as such an invaluable blessing 
that we have much cause to exclaim, in the words of our great Redeemer: 
Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after righteousness, for they 
shall be filled. The Bishopsof Ekaterinaslof, Koursk, Tobolsk, and 
Irkutsk, desirous ef blessing their respective flocks by the distribution of 
the saered Scriptures, have ordered a great number-of copies for this pur- 
pose.”

tho peninsula of Tauridia, amidst.a population of 200,000 Mahomedans, 
and 100,600 Christians and Jews, I have the great happiness this day to 
inform you. ‘This auspicious event for the inhabitants of the -Crimea, toolx 
place this afternoon, inthe presence of a large meeting of the most respec- 
table persons of this city, of all religious confessions. The Meeting was 
epened by achorus ef sacred music; after which his Excellency the Pri- 
vy Counsellor Gegulia, late Governor of the Crimea a man universally 
honored and beloved, rose, and in a most pathetic and appropriate speech 
explained the object for which the audience were assembled. The num- 
ber of Subscribers to the Tauridian Branch of the Russian Bible Society, 
is already upwards of 260, of whom 76 are Mahomedans, and five Caraite 
Jews! The Catholic Priest infermed me, after the Meeting broke up, that 
he needed not fewerthan 800-cepies ef the Bible immediately for the col- 
onists established in different parts of the Crimea. A gentleman who has 
much to de among the Tartars, assured me, that many demands had been 
made of late for Tartar and Turkish Bibles, and that in the ancient Tar- 
tar metropolis, Bakcheserai alone, he could dispose of at least 200 copies.

‘To one Church there have heen adjded 75, to another 58,to anos 
thor SI, to another #9, to avothes 112. to another 39. and to another 38.— 
Elder Pilsbiry of Nobleboro thus writes —* We have had a most biessed 
season with us the summer past. [have baptized 114 that have jetne] 
our Church, and 24 that have joined the church in Jefferson. T have bap- 
tize | about 70 of our youth. What a precious sight it ts to see so many in 
the bloom of life engaged in religion. To several churches of the New- 
Flampst ire Association, as appears by the minutes ef the Jast year between 
20 ana 80 were added. In Alstead and Westmoreland, %. Tf. and ia 
several places in Vermont, as at Cavendish, Brandon, Georgia, Orwell, 
St. Albans, and Swanton, the Moly Spirit has been shed abroad, aud mia- 
ny sinners co:verted. 

in Boston, Massachusetts, considerable adJitions have heen made to the 
ehurches during the year past. In Attleborough and tm Framingham the 
work has been great. Elder Nelson of the former place has saptized as 
many as 60 or7053 perlapsmore. Also in the western parts of the State, 
not coniined to the Baptists, the influences of grace have abundantly pre- 
vailed ; as in Uadley, Amherst, Northampton, Westhampton, Whately, 
Ware, Sunderland, Williamstown, Sheffield, Becket, and Sandisfield.

Wihiile 
the Christian world i: exerting itself to send forth the gospel to the ends of 
the earth, God is not leaving his people without a testimony of his own faith- 
fulness, that “the liberal soul shall be made fat; and he that walereth skall 
he watered alsa iiinself.”

Of the natives who have learned the English language, even imperfect- 
ly, it is observed by the Rev. IT. Roberteon, Pro-Secretary to the Calceute 
to Bibie “ociety, that they have “acquired new sentuments with respect 
to tke Author of their being, wrthevt themselves bemg aware of it.— 
Thus the fouriatio s of Polytheism are undermined daily 5; aud a hope is 
excited, that, in a litte time, we may bearthe whole building temble to 
the ground. With the Sacred Seriptures in our hands, we can have no 
doubt as tothe temp ethat will rise upen its ruins. We look upto your 
Society asthe great instrument, under Gol, for raising of this house to the 
Lord, whither the nations of Hindoztan may flow together under the ban- 
ners ot Jesus ¢ irist. 

Inthe confidence authorized by this intelligence, and under a convic- 
tion that the wants were great and urgent, your Comniittee have resolv- 
ed to encourage and assist the proceedings in India, by renewing to the 
Corresponding (omn.ittee at Calcutta the annual grant ot £2000 fer three 
successive years, commencing with L316. 

Fer detaiied infern ation respecting India, your Committee refer to the 
Appendix. The fol:owmg is the substance of what has been officially 
transuitte’. A copy of the Persian translation of the New-Testament, 
by the late Rev. H. Ma:tin, has been received at Calcutta. The printing 
ot this, together with that of the Arahic New Testament, (by Sabat,) are 
aniong the objects which occupy the attention and funds of the Correspon- 
ging Comnutee. ‘To the excel'ence of the ‘ormer of these, the King of 
Feisia has borne a decided testimony : of the latier, Mr. Thotiason speaks, 
as being “in idiow atical Arabic, sch as )atives can read with pleasure, 
and the learned among them wiil not reject.” 

A transiationof tire Gospel of st. John inte the Bengalee language, has 
ajso veen executed by Mr. Eilerton, of Malda, a gertieman thoroughly 
a qvainted with tnat dialect; and a hope is expressed that the remainder 
wil) soon tcllow. 

‘Lhe residue of the 5,000 copies of the Tainul New-Testament, printed 
by the Calcutta rb'e Society, have been sent to Macras for distribution. 
"J }e app'ications to the Rev. A. Cammerer, at Tranquebar, exhibiting ne 
couwnon anxiety to obtain then., prove the utility of this work; te which 
it say be adued, thai inielligence from the Rev. Mr. Thomson, at Madras, 
states, thattle iestaments distributed by him have been thankfully recei- 
vex, and tiat there is still an encou aging demand for them. 

Ut the etition of the Malaya'un version ef the four Gospels, printed at 
Bo:wbay, by the assistance of the Britsh and Foreign Bibie Society, the 
greater part, if not tue whole, after sen.e unavoidable delays, lias Leen dis- 
tiibuted among tie members of the Syrian Church. 

‘Lhe revision of the trans!ation of the remaining books of the New- 
Tesiaiwent in this diaiect, had been retarded, but it is hoped that, by the 
aid of Kauhan Joseph, a priest in Travancore, who is described as the 
fist in emine:ce, pety, and learning; this so anxiously desired object 
il] be accompisted without further delay. Among those who have con- 
tributed to assist the completion of it, the Report from the Society at Cal- 
ciita wmeutions, with respect and gratitude, the names of Major Muuro, 
gesident at Lravancore, aud Colone: Ye Morgan. 
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The Malay Testament, in the Roman character, has been completed, 
and the copies have been sent to Amboyna, and the Cape of Good Hope, 
for the Malays resident in that settlement. 

The Coninittee at Calcutta have also determined to print both the Old 
and New Testament in the Malay language, and Arabic character, and on- 
ly wait the arrival of a competent corrector of the press from Java, to 
#oimmence the work. 

This edition is intended fer the native inhabitants of Amboyna, Java, 
ard tle adjacent is!ands; and as the Batavian Society of Arts and Scien- 
ces have “expressed an entire concurrence inthe high importance and tru- 
ly Christian benevolence of the objects” of the Calcutta Auxiliary Soci- 
ety, the restoration of these territories to the Batavian authority, it is ho- 
ped. will not impede the distribution of the Malay Scriptures. It may 
not be cut of place to mention here, that your Committee have sent fifty 
eopies of the Arabic Bible to Java. 

The publication of the Armenian Bible had also been delayed by una- 
voidabie impediments in preparing the types, as well as in procuring a fit 
person to superintend the correction of the press. 

- These are now remcved ; and it is hoped that it will be completed ear- 
ly in the beginning of next year. 

In the last report, a discouraging prospect was held out respecting the 
wirculation of tlhe Portuguese New Testaments among the Roman Catho- 
lics in Ind’a; your Committee aré now happy to announce, that the de- 
mand for the Porteguese Seriptures by the Catholics has very considerae 
bly increased, and even among the priests at Goa. 

In consequence of this information, they have sent 1,000 Portuguese 
Testaments to Calcutta and Bembay, respectively ; and to the latter place 
$00 Arabic Bibles, for circulation chiefly among the Mahomedans in Surat. 

From Colembo your Committee have received mteliigence, which re- 
presents the progress of the Auxilary Bible Society, established in that . 
capita! for the Islandof Ceylon, as highly satisfactory and encouraging. ~~ 

Of the new translations in which W. Teolfrey, Esq. is engaged, (with 
suitable assistants,) the four Gospels have been fisished in the Pali; and 
in the Cingalese the entire New Testament. 

A small editionef St. Matthew and St. Markin the latter having been 
printed and used by way of experiment, the Colombo Committee had the 
gratification to learn, fiom the decision of numerous.and competent yudges, 
that the langnage and style of the new version are not only pure and sui- 
table to the digsity of the subject, but also plain and wtelligible. 

To farther this work, the Calcutta Auxiliary Bible Society have presen- 
ted a donation of 5,000 Rupees ; an act munificent in itself, and rendered 
‘atoll! more valuabie by the incication it affords of a disinterested friend- 
ship on the part of the elder Asiatic Auxiliary. ) 

Nor have your Comniittee been inattentive to their duty in reference to 
a work of such mevit aud importance. Ln addition to a pecuniary grant of 
£300. they have furnished materials for binding 5,000 copies of it, as soon 
as they shall be ready for delivery. 

The spirit of the Colombo Society may finally be collected from the 
following fact. Atthe Anniversary Meeting of August, 1815, in whick 
his Excelleney the Governor presided, it was ordered, that copies of the 
Repert should be sent te each of the Auxiliary Societies in the East; te 
the Lord Bishop of Calcutta; the Arch-deacons of Caleutta, Madras and 
Bombay ; to each of the Ciergy of the Church of England; and to each 
Minister of the Gespelef every denemination resident in India. 
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In China, the Rev. Mr. Morrison, having nearly circulated the 2,000 
copies of his Chinese translation of the New-Testament, has entered upon 
a duodeciino edition: a specimen of which he has tr ensnitéed to England, 
accompanied with a request for assistance, to enable him to enlarge the 
impression. He has also finished a translation of the Book of Genesis, of 
which a copy has been received. “1 am grieved” (says Mr. Morrison} 
“that I cannot obtain particulars respecting the effects of the Divine 
Book sentinto China. ‘ihey are but a drop thrown into the ocean; we 
must commit them to the care of Previdence, hoping that they will pre- 
duce a certaim thoug!: a silent effect.” 

In this encouraging hope, your Committee rite, and have accordingly 
voted to Mr. Morrison reithy sum of £1000 toenable him to print and circu- 
late more extensively the Chinese New Testaments, as well as such Books 
of the Old as he may he able to complete. In that deficiency of informa- 
tion, of which Mr. Morrison prer ntee your Committee are happy in be- 
Ang enabled to re port.on the authority of the Rev. Mr. Supper, Secretary 
to. the Java Bible Societ ¥, th: atthe Chinese there read the New Testa- 
ments which they received fromthe Rev. Mr. Milne. “I often” (he writes 
“ find Chinese parents reading to their families in the morning out of the 
New Testainent, and they also request instruction about some passages. 
I gave a portion of the Old Festament in Chinese to several, who recei- 
wed it with the warmest gratitude ; and one merchant pressed it to his be- 
som, and kissed it! Ob that you could be aw eye-witness of the eagerness 

with which the people read the word of God!” 

Of the Arabic Bibles and Testaments sent to Java, a very considerable 
wumber have been sold: some of the Arabian Merchants and Sheiks are 
described, as sitting in company whole nights together, reading them with 
the greatest eagerness and attention. 

A Mecchant actually delayed his departure from Batavia for many days, 
jn order to read a Bible which he had received from Mr. Supper, with tran- 
quality and reflection ; * he promised to recommend it to his countrymen, 
and implored a thousand blessings on the Bible.” 

The sum of £220 has been received by your Committee from the Treas- 
urer of the Bible Society in the Island of Mauritius, j in payment for bi- 
bles and Testaments sent thither : the cireumstance is ment onedyas afford- 
ang a proof of the circulation of the Scriptures in that Island. 

Your Committee take this opportunity. of reporting, that the Missiena- 

ries at » pee in the South Seas, under the patranage of the London Mis- 
sionary Society, had translated the Gospel of St. Luke into the Taheitan 
language ; : and that the above Soe iety had sent outa printing press and 
types, with a Missionary who understands the business of printing. 
. Anxious to assist tins desirable and new undertaking, your Committee 
have supplied the paper necessary for printing it. he information upen 
which this grant was made, states, that inthe School at Eimeo there are 
nearly 300 pupils mostly aduits. 

Your Committee have now to report the transactions connected with the 
Britishand Foreign Bible Society within the United Kingdom ; and, under 
this head, they have the satisfaction to state, generally, that the object of the 
nstitution seiilininiad to excite anit icreasing interest in the public mind ; 
and that, while through the medium of Auxiliary and Branch outeties. 
and Bible Associations, the local wants of the Scriptures within the United 
Kingdom have been largely supplied, the contributions from these sources 
have enabled your Committee to extend the benedts, and enlarge the effi- 
€'e ney of the Soc! ety abr oad. 
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In sippovt of these ohservations, your Committee micht refer to the pop- 
ular feel: igin favor of the British and Foreign Bib's Society, which is ob- 
views to all; bat, for particular proof, they can confidently appeal. to the 
apo fication w hich will now be ziven of Auxiliary Societies, r° ported to 
he formed since the last Annual Ge veral Meeting, and of the contributions 
fro nthem, and the old Associates of the TAstitution: 

The nomber of the new Societies established duriag the last year is 
eo paratively sma!l, as the ground left unoccupied necessarily contracts its 
dimensions, in proportion as the circle of the Institution annually wie 
dens.

In performing this duty, the Board have deemed it proper to publish am 
address to the Churehes ; showing the importance of wer Societies, aided 
by Missionary Societies, and stating the principl-s on which they should be - 
fox med. With a view to assist individuals who may feel disposed to unite 

in establishing such institutions, as we: tas to secure unity of design and har- 

monious co-operation in the common canse the Board judge it expedient 
te accompany their address with draughts of Constitutions for the Socie 
ties and for the Associations. 

To ensure a general attention to this interesting concern, the Board feel 
their need of the aid of the Presbyteries; and therefore solicit, very res 
pectfully, your assistance im procuring the active co-operation of the chur- 
ches committed to your care. 

From your intimate acquaintance with their local circumstances, you 
will he most competent to judge, whether one or more Societies should be 
established within your bounds. Associaiions, we hope, will be formed im 
every congregation. 

‘The Board will endeavor to put you in possession ef the Address, &c. 
eufficient in number te. supply each congregation with one copy: and as 
difficulties may occur in finding a conveyance for the bundle, they take the 
liberty of requesting any member of the Presbytery who may liave it in his 

wer, to send for it. 

Should all our Presbyteries prosecute this business with zeal and energy 
the happiest results may be auticipated. On your active exertions, Rev- 
erend Liethren, we rely, and trust our expectations will not be disappoint- 
ed.

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Eighth Report of the Jews’ Sosiety, (of London.) 
CONOLUSION. 

Having now brought to a close the account of their Transactions for 
another year, your Committee would invite the Members of the Society 
to join them in those feclings of thankfulness to God, which are called for 
by the present state of this Institution, when compared with what it was 
about eighteen months ago. At that time, the difficulties under which it 
labored were so great, that, calculating according te common principles, it 
seemed impossible that it should surmount them. But those things which 
with men are impossibie, are possible with God. All hearts are in hie 
bands. It pleased Him, in hie adorable Providence, to raise up for this So- 
ciety all the necessary help; and by the arrangement whereby our Dissent- 
ing Brethren agreed to place the manangement of it entirely in the hands 
ef the Established Church, that unity of operation which it fermer!y want- 
@d was given to it. Your Committee have, during the past year, had to 
@ontend with great and serious obstac’es, but they are happily ina great 
measure surmounted ; and though it does not become any Human Institu- 
tion to use the language of seli-confidence, or to say, “‘ My meuntain stand- 
oth strone” ; yet when your Committee reflect upon what the Providence 
ef God has already wrought for them, they feel the strongest grounds for 
an assured hope, that he wi!l not forsake this Society in time to come, but 
will make it show forth his praise. ‘* The Lord hath done great things for 
ws already, wiereof we rejoice. 

Your Committee are aware, however, of the magnitude and difficulty of 
that work which rests upon them. ‘They need more than-human wisdom 
to carry it on: but it is their consolation, that the manifold wisdom of God 
is manifested in giving wisdom to babes, and confounding the understanding 
of the prudent. They alse require more than human strength to over- 
come the difficulties which impede their progress: butthey are supported 
by the reflection, that the strength of Christ is made perfect in the weak- 
ness of those who put their trust in his mighty and all sufficient grace. 

Your Committee rest their confidence in the unalterable promises of 
God, that in the time which he in his infinite wisdom hath determined, all 
Israel shail be saved :—as it is written : “ There shall eome eut of Sion 
the Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob.” They are 
not, theréfore, disconcerted, or dismayed by delay er dificulties. The rays 
ef the Sun ef Righteousness shail penetrate aud fertilize even the rocky 
soil of Jewish prejudice and infidelity : this desert also shall blossom, and 
bud asthe garden of Eden: here also, instead of the thern, shall come up 
the fir-tree ; and instead of the brier, shall come up the myrtle-tree ; and 
it shall be to the Lord for a name, for an everlasting sign, that shall not be 
@ut off, 

We have formed the mest enlarged expectations of the effects of the 
circulation of the Hebrew New-Testament Scriptures among the Wouse of 
Israel. If onsucha subject we may be allowed to express the extent of 
vur hopes in figurative language, we trust that the banner of the Cross 
shall be once more unfurled en the mountains of Judah; not stained, as 
in the days of the Crusaders, with the blood of myriads slain in battle, but 
dyed with that biood which flowed upon Calvary for the salvation of a lost 
world. Elevating this sacred standard*, we hope that a new host of Jewe 
sli Missionaries shall goforth, and THar, BY THLS SIGN, THEY SHALL CONQUER.

* All the inhabitants of the world and dweliersupon earth shall see the lifting up, as 
_$t Were. of abanner upon the mountains ; aud shall hear the suuading, as itwera, af & 
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Exhibiting to the eyes of the House of Israel, the simple, but rate mys- 
terious truth, that “ God was in Christ reconciling the world unto himself, 
and not imputing unto men their trespasses,” we anticipate, that now, as im 
the days of thc Holy Apostles of our Lord, this doctrine shall prove itself 
to be the power of God unto salvation, to the Jew first, and also te the 
Greek, pulling down strong-holds, and casting down imaginations, and eve- 
ry high thing that exalteth itself against the knowledge of ~iod, and bring- 
ing into captivity every thought unto the obedience of Christ. 

In order, however, to its producing these glorious eflects,the preaching 
of the Cross of ©hrist must be accompanied with the Holy Ghost poured 
ontfrom on high j and it becomesusto remémber that this is to be expect- 
ed only in answer to fervent and importunate prayer. Suffer, then, your 
Committee to exhdrt and beseech you to abound more and more in this du- 
ty. If the preaching of the Gospel to the Jews have not yet produced 
greater visible effects, it may be because Christians have not prayed with- 
eut ceasing for their elder Brethren of the House of Isracl—We may 
have too often satisfied ourselves with giving peeuniary aid, and contribu- 
ting our personal serviees ; not remembering that Ged bestows no spirit- 
tal blessings to the most unbounded liberality, and the most unwearied la- 
bors, unless they are sanctified by the spirit ef prayer. Should an unue 
nial spirit of intercession for the lost sheep ef tlie House of Israel be 
poured out upon the Members of this Society, your Committee doubt not 
that increasing tokens of the Divine Favor to this Institution, and through 
it to the House of Israel, will, at no distant time, be vouchsaied in answer 
to such suppiications. | 

Your Committee conclude this Report, by remarking, that perhaps e- 
ven now the animated Exhortation ef the Evangelical Prophet. isaiah, ad- 
dressed tothe Church of God, in the last ages, has been heard by us,—and - . 
it may be, that our present sincere, though teeble endeavors, are evidence 
ef our having begun to give obedience to it -— 

“ Gio threugh, go through the gates : prepare ye the way of the people : 
¢ast up, cast up the highway : gather out the stones : lift a standard for 
the people. Behoid, the Lord hath proclaimed unto the end of the world; 
Say ye to the daughter ef Zion, Behold thy Salvation cometh: behold his 
reward is with him, and his work before him. And they shall call them, 
The Holy people, The redeemed of the Lord; and thou shalt be called, 
Seught out, A eity not forsaken.”

WEST AFRICA. 


Some account of Julia, a little African Girl under the care of the Church 
Misswnary Society. 


As the opening of the minds of the little Africans under the Society’s 
eare, to sentiments of gratitude and to the fear of God, must give true 
pleasure to their friends and benefactors, we shall occasionally notice ine 
sances of this nature. 

Our eldest girl, Julia, (Says Mr. and Mrs. Klein) anawers with muck 
feeling to almost every thimg whieh is said to her. She observed, that, as 
ehe was but a little girl, and could not know God, or such things as we told 
her, she thought we had better teach her to work first, and then instruct her 
mm. these things. When we answered, that, though learning to work was 
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ef great importance, yet learning to know and to please God was of much 

eater, she said, “Viren sie should wish to know hin, and how to please 
ind for she bad not need to think of any thing else, as rice, and civthess 
&c. were abundantly provided for her. She then observed, that, frequent- 
ly when going to the broot for water, she said to our other eirl, * Let us 
be good girls, and try to pease our friends; for ha! we not been bonght hy 
these good peopic, we should have } been sevt over to Aimenica, and rat 
would have been a very bad place forus.” She then seen:ed much atlect 
ed, and observed, that if she had not come into the hands of such geod bs 
ple , sue should have thought much more ot being taker from her father 
and mother; bat now their jogs was in a great measure made up to ler, 
We wer e affecte land pleased, and encouraged to go on inthis way. 

We shall mention a few things which seem to prove that she is influen- 

eed in her spirit and conduct by "he truths whieh we tea: h her. 

She sometimes goes to the brook to wash; and the wo: uen she mecte 
there urge her to give thein soap, and sometimes proceed to blows, be aUee 
slic resolutely refuses them. On one of those occasio: s,a gir! struck her, 
and chatienged her to come from the water, and she would fight with ber. 
She answered. “No: Ushail not fight; [fear God”—* What have you te 
do to fear God?” said the girl, * he isnot here; he is above.””—She repii- 
ed ;_“ You think Cod does not see you; but he does: he knows all you 
gay and do.” Another tive, tvo women urged her to give them soap, and 
to steal butter, &c. froinus ; and te bringit to them, and they would give 
her fruits. When they had wearied her with their solicitations, she said, 
“ When [ die, and God tatks with me about slealing,, what can f say ? 
And when I burn, whatcanidothen?” This silenced them: they spoke 
not another word. 


One day Mary, our little gil, who is a pleasing child, but rather sickly, 
eame running to my wife, and told her that a boy in the yard had quarrelied 
with Julia, and st: ruck her: “ Well, j (eate my wife,) did net Jutia strike 
him again ?”—“ No,” said Mary ; “she said she feared God.” She told 
her, that, afterward, ‘he followed a. into the ktichen, and struck her again ; 
and that Julia observed to him that she would leave it to Ged. 

Some time ago Mary saw, at Mr. Wenzell’s a picture of our Lord hang- 
ingon the cross : she was often talking of itto Julia, wholamented mic h 
that she had not seen it. As they have no idea of worshipping images in 
this part of the country, I thought it would have no ill etiect to shew her 
ene which I had. She expressed great delight when I told her she should 
see it : but when she fixed her eyes upoait, sie sat silent for some time, and 
began to moan and sigh, and at length burst into such a violent fit of 
weeping, that it was with much difficulty we couid p.cify her: of course we 
explained to her and the rest as we had often dene before, why he sutiered. 
Aiterward she sat very thougitful, now and then uttering such expressions 
as these “ Well, [ will never leave these peopie when I am grown: Lwiil 
always live with Master and Manima!”? 

A few days ago, my wie was under the necessity of correcting her.— 
She aiterwards toid her that sire bad furt her. My wile said, “ £ meant te 
hurt you: L was obliged touurt you. You are avery good girt | in such and 
such things; and you know I[ love both you aud Mary very much: but be- 
eause [let you talk treely to me, es if Twe.e your mother, you become 
eaveless and de not obey me.” Ste then taced bacw al! the evils in her 
temper anaconduct to the dep: vavny or her hearty and expiaimed very fully 
in what way that was to be made cood. Julia beard ter with fixed atten- 


won, aud afterward bugibly tiauked hes ios the ast uction wuichshe gave her, -

Fire—On Wednesday morning, be- 
tweeu one and two o'clock, a fire broke 
out inthe three stury brick store of Mr.

Its tide 
waters extend far up, and it is not subject 
to the annual rise, from the melting snows, 
which render the ascent of the other so 
dificult. Fort St. Stephens lies upen the 
Tombigbee. 

A Hixt—Persons who have to pay rev- 
enue to tbe United States, will bear in 
rind, that according to an existing resolu- 
lion of Congress, after the 2oth of next 
month all duties must be paid in specie, 
treasury notes or the bills of such banks as 
Shalithen have commenced the payment 
of specie for their notes.
